RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 31st March, 1982 

No. 43(5)-CT(A)/S2,— The Government of India have considered the difficulties 
which are being experienced in financing imports of American and East African 
cotton. These difficulties are likely to be accentuated during the next few months 
when considerable auantities of American and East African cotton are expected 
to arrive. During the same period, it is also necessary that mills should continue 
to purchase their normal requirements of Indian cotton. Adequate credit facilities 
should therefore be made available in order that the imported cottons may be 
paid for and carried without undue strain. The Government of India, therefore, 
hereby guarantee to purchase from Scheduled Banks, at prices stated in Annexurea 
I and II, American or East African cotton, subject to the following conditions: — 

(la) The cotton is held as security against advances made in whatever 
form and the Scheduled Bank Is entitled to sell It. 

(b) A certificate is given by the Scheduled Bank that it is necessary to sell 

the cotton in the ordinary course of business to realise the advance 
granted. 

(c) The Bank, if so required, will hold the cotton on behalf of Government 

at charges to be agreed upon.
